Springfield, HIL— Rioting in Hide 
Illinois river town of Frederick re­ 
cently, which resulted in the death 
of a sheriff and .two deputies, has 
recalled another slaking there, back 
in 
1838, 
with - ^ibrakUm 
Lincoln 
appearing as counsel for the de­ 
fendant, 
according 
to 
John E. ’ 
Vaughan, writer of Springfield. 
Mr. Vaughan said the history of 
the affair^ “effectively %dispd3es of 
the 
silly assertion 
that 
Abraham 
Lincoln refused to appear in behalf 
of guilty clients and of the ridicu­ 
lous statem ent that he always was 
invincible before a jury.1' 
It was during the winter of 1838- 
39,

story, that the slaying occurred. It 
created such feeling, it was 'said, 
that the defendant feared to go to 
trial in Schuyler county. He obtained
